large circle of friends. Perhaps one of his 
most famous epigrams: about films is the 
ag :—‘‘T act as a moral sieve, but, on 
the whole, I find the films more silly than 
sinful. . . . One of the greatest dangers of our 
times is not the Anglicisation; but the ‘ Los 
Angelesation ’ of Ireland.” 

he was one of the first. official censors 

to be appointed, film censors in many coun- 
tries studied his work, which, it is oe 
recognised, he always has carried out wi 
marked ability, kindly sympathy and con- 
sideration for all. 

Mr. Montgomery was born in Dublin, and 
with his brother, the late Mr. Thomas Mont- 
gomery, the well-known solicitor, he was 
educated at the Christian Brothers’ School, 
Westland row. From the time he left 
school up to about six months before his 
appointment as Film Censor, he was on the 
engineering staff of the Dublin Gas Com- 
pany. Even as a boy at school his chief 
interest lay in books, and he has a singular 
memory for the things that he has read, 
often being able to quote long passages, and 
to give even the pages in which they occur.

Most people in Ger- 
many—and presumably also in Italy— 
believed at that time that the invasion 
of Great Britain would take place within 
a few weeks, and Dr. Ley, leader of the 
Kraft durch Freude movement in Ger- 
many, suggested that German workmen - 
might be enjoying a holiday in Brighton 
by August 15th.

General Franco 
is in a difficult position, particularly in 
view of the policy of most of the South 
American Republics; but he is virtually 
committed to support the “ Axis,” and 
may find himself yet, by a curious turn 
of fortune’s wheel, in the same galley as 
Comrade Josef Stalin.

Kings and People 


There was a time when wars were made 
by kings. Their people provided the money 


for the wars, but influenced them in no 


other way. When a campaign about which 
the generality had not been consulted 
brought want and suffering to the civilian 
population there might be a popular 
outcry against the king; and, if the want 
and suffering really resulted from a king’s 
war, it was but fair that the king should 
bear the blame. Those were the days, 
however, in which the theory of “the 
divine right of kings’’ was an article of 
faith among rulers: commoners had duties, 
but neither rights nor privileges. Even 
when autocracy had been superseded by 
various forms of democracy, it remained 
fashionable to make scapegoats for failures 
out of kings and queens. Governments 
could be changed at the polling booths, 
and when the indignation of a nation 
demanded something more satisfying than 
the casting of votes the nation changed its 
king. The war of 1914-1918 was marked 
by the fall of the thrones of three of the 
greatest dynasties in Europe—of the 
Kaiser, of the Austrian Emperor and of 
the Tsar, In Russia the “ Little Father ”’ 
was swept away in a revolution, but the 
revolution was accelerated by the unsatis- 
factory conduct of the war. The thrones 
in the successful nations remained secure— 
in Britain, in Belgium, in Italy and

Allies in Serious Situation. 

Mr. Winston Churchill, speaking last night 
at the opening of a recreation hut for munt- 
tion workers at Enfield Lock, said that in the 
last four or five months the Forces of the 
Allies had not done so well as might have 
been hoped. ‘On the Western front the 
military situation had not been decisively, or 
even substantially, affected. Three great 
military events had taken place, none of 
which were disastrous, bht all of which have 
been a severe disappointment. 

In the Dardanelles, said Mr. Churchill, we 
have not gained those advantage points which 
might reasonably have been expected with 
the forces employed, and we paid a heavy 
price to gain what positions we hold. 


‘Grave Additional Burden.’ 
Owing to the position in Russia, a grave 
and, as yet unmeasured, additional burden 
has fallen upon us. Our position is very 


serious. 

Mr. ‘Churchill appealed to the nation not 
to flag or slacken its exertions for a moment, 
so that 1t might emerge from this period of 
darkness. and peril once more into the sun- 
shine of peace. Any peace at this moment, 
he warned all who were longing for it, would 
be only an interlude between this great war 
and another.

So the day went on, with its various 
alarms; but it is apparent that the general 
disturbance caused by them is having an 
ever-decreasing effect on the population. 
We had no less than eight raids to-day, 
and as I am writing this the sirens are 
sounding again.

The British airmen were waiting to 
attack the raiders, estimated to number 
about 300, two-thirds of which were 
fighters, protecting several formations of 
twin-engined bombers. As they crossed 
the south-east coast soon fierce engage- 
ments were in progress. 

Part of the fighting spread to the 
Thames Estuary, where there had been an 
earlier, and, like the second, unsuccessful 
attempt to reach London, and at least six 
German aircraft were reported to: have 
been shot down.

“ To-day, once again,” said the British 
Air Ministry News Service, in a state- 
ment issued last night, ‘‘ Germany tried 
to wear down our nee defences.

The official German News Agency stated 
that the visit arises from ‘‘ the special nature 
of the relations between Germany and Italy.” 
The fact that it follows the visits to Berlin 
of Senor Suner, the Spanish Minister of the 
Interior and head of the Falange Fascists, 
and brother-in-law of General Franeo and of 
Signor Teruzzi, the Italian Colonial Minister, 
adds weight to the Agency’s next comment: 
“ Points relating to the coming new organl- 
sation of Europe i 
to the two Allies in their present life struggle 
will be discussed. '' : 

The Agency reported that Signor Teruzzi 
left Berlin for Rome at noon to-day. That 
was a few hours after the departure of Herr 
von Ribbentrop, whose last visit to the 
Italian capital was in March.

BOMBS RAINED ON 
DOCKS AND SHIPS 


a— 


TERRIFIC flashes of flame lit up 
the. French coast, in the region 
of Boulogne, last night, as the Royal 


Air Force launched a terrific attack 


on the n invasion ports. 

The raid appeared to be the most violent 
yet carried: out by the R A.F. on Boulogne 
Gun-flashes stabbed the waterline and shells 
from A.A. guns could be seen as searchlights 
swept the sky. The raid began soon after nine 
o'clock, and as it developed man 
the French coast seemed to be ablaze. 

As the raid on the French coast developed, 
says the Press Association, fresh waves of 
British bombers spread the attack to Calais, 
where big fires broke out, casting a red glow 
into the night sky. Flaming onions cut through 
the searchlight beams and shell-bursts studded 
the sky, but the almost continuous bomb- 
flashes showed that the British pilots were 
pressing home their attack with determina- 
tion. 

The attack continued well into the night. 


TUESDAY NIGHT'S 
BOMBINGS 


Steadily increasing the pressure on the 
German-occupied Channel ports the Bomber 
Command of the R.A.F. on Tuesday night 
sent one of the largest forces of Britisn 
bombers, so far used in the war, to continue 
the relentless “ forestalling’’ offensive, which 
for nearly a fortnight now has been going en 
against the German invasion plan, states the 
British Air Ministry News Service last. night. 

While the potential ‘‘invasion spearhead ” 
—the French, Belgian and Dutch Channel 
coasts, ships, barges, docks, harbours and 
gun emplacements—were receiving yet an- 
other terrific onslaught, other forces of R.A.F. 
bombers flew north-east to pound the right 
wing of the Germans’ line in Hamburg, and 
to add further to the destruction in: these 
strategic railway yards and junctions on Ger- 
many s western frontier which have already 
taken so much punishment. 


BIG FIRE IN CALAIS 


“* At Calais a fire about a quarter of a mile 
long was left raging on the west side of the 
Bassin Carnot, and a medley of lesser fires 
broke out near the south-west corner of the 
Bassin de l’Est and down the railway lines 
of the east side of the Bassin Carnot. Later 
a salvo of bombs on the east side of the 
Bassin Carnot caused ‘an immediate explo- 
sion. and about sixty others.’ 

“The tidal lock was straddled and heavily 
hit, and a line of bombs left a track of flame 
between the canal and the south-east corner 
of the Bassin Carnot. About ten o’clock there 
was a heavy explosion on a dockside and 
bombs were seen bursting about the lock 
gates. 


GUN EMPLACEMENTS HIT 


“The big gun emplacements in the region 
of Floringzelles, Haringzelles and Framzelles, 
near Cap Griz Nez, were definitely identified 
by the raiders in the brilliant moonlight, and 
were heavily attacked. Many of the pilots 
saw the bombs exploding weli within the 
target area. ' 

“One of the pilots who raided Dunkirk 
said, ‘I arrived over the harbour a few 
min. .a before ten. My heavy bombs hit 
No. 5 dock and some buildings at the dock- 
side. Great pieces of the building went flying 
through the air. Smaller bombs straddled 
docks Numbers 4 and 5. 

“Besides the docks and quays, repeated 
alvoes struck the tidal basin, the sides of 
the approaching channel, and rail sidings to 
the south. 


ATTACK ON BOULOGNE 


FIRE SEEN 20 MILES AWAY 


** Boulogne had another tremendous attack, 
and one sortie just after midnight was parti- 
cularly successful, Attacking through broken 
cumulus clouds, the aircraft released a 
quantity of bombs which fell on barges and 
other ships in harbour. Flames blazing up 
from burning barges and a warehouse shone 
twenty miles out to sea. 

“About three o'clock this morning Zee- 
brugge was fiercely attacked. Sticks of high 
explosives fell in the dock basin and across 
the harbour -entrance, along the entrance 
channel over the inner harbour on the north 
basin, across the famous mole and on a group 
of five cargo boats. 


EXPLOSION NEAR FLUSHING 


“At Ostend the outer and {nner harbours, 
the main docks and south side of the Bassin 
d’Echouage were all hit, and a group of 
about thirty barges were bombed. 

“Another wave of attackers hit the east 
end of the main docks, the Bassin de Chasse, 
the timber wharves, the Mole, the North 
Lock gates and the railway station. A big 
barge concentration in the harbour of 
Terneuzen (south-east of Flushing) was 
spotted, and one of the raiders hurtled down 
from cumulous clouds in a dive attack. His 
bombs fell right across the barges. There was 
a series of explosions, then spreading flames, 
and as he climbed 10,000 feet a last 
tremendous explosion. 

** Other shallow dive attacks resulted in hits 
right along the sides of the entrance channel 
and among barges moored to the banks of the 
Ghent Canal, A crackle of minor explosions 


| followed when barges crowded together at 


a canal junction near the lock were hit by 
other sticks of heavy bombs and incendiaries. 


DOCK FIRES IN ANTWERP 


“The Antwerp docks again took heavy 
punishment. Incendiaries started great fires 
on the quays, while shipping lying in the 
Scheldt and the riverside dock was repeatedly 
hit. Bomber after bomber dropped its salvoes 
on to the port and ships, and then dis- 
appeared again into the clouds while the 
guns thundered below. 

“One was attacked and ‘slightly shot 
up’ by two Messerschmitts 109, as well as 
being caught in a welter of intense anti- 
aircraft fire. Like the others, he bombed his 
target. . Another scored six direct hits on 
ships moored to the town quay. 


BARGES AND SHIPS 


Over Flushing a bomb-aimer who dropped 
a stick of high explosives could not see the 
bursts, ‘but remarked, significantly, that 
“after the attack the barge concentration was 
seen to have opened up and altered its

THE “DANGER OF 
DISASTER ” 


T— 


(By POLITICUS.) 
Na long ago Hrs gapling was 
an near & boundary w As its 
Íosa developed and gave shelter its 
roots slowly and imperceptibly struck down- 
wards and outwards to a point at which they 
im the foundations of a neighbour's 
property. Determined to protect his prized 
possession the owner of the tree forbade in- 
terference with its roots, until early this 
week a legal decision compelled him to take 
responsibility for damage to his neighbour’s 
property. Mulcted in penalties he was ordered 
to sg the offending tree. A legal decision 
which was, surely, both ecuitable and neces- 

sary to protect public interests! 


POISONOUS UNDER- 


GROWTHS 


. As the branches of that tree spread, and 
its roots quietly undermined its surround- 
ing foundations, other saplings were planted, 
and other roots invaded the foundations of 
their neighbours’ properties. While certain 
parties professed to enjoy the protection of 
the tree of partition between six and twenty- 
six Irish counties others perceived its deep 
and hidden dangers. Dangerous undergrowths, 
not alone destructive, but virulent sources of 
poison. Roots which, unlike those now de- 
clared to be illegal, spread outwards from 
growths planted on both sides of the wall of 
partition. Roots from which fresh crops oi 
costly parasitic growths now sap the social 
and economic life-blood of two communities. 
Yet root invasions for which there is no 
legal remedy. Root growths that spread more 
deeply and widely as needs for their removal 
become more evident and more necessary to 
preserve Jife on both sides of the boundary 
wall, Roots whose latest disruptive influences 
have resulted in the erection of barbed wire 
fenees—official passports and identification 
certificates—to sever social and economic con- 
tacts between members of interdependent 
human organisms. 

What, let us ask, are the evidences of such 
mutually destructive root growths? Why are 
they allowed to survive and extend? 


PARASITIC OUTCROPS 


Had anyone ventured, when partition 
lings made their first appearuaces anis 
years ago, to forecast their cost in terms of 
the taxation and trade restrictions that now 
prevail, their forecasts would have been met 
with general ridicule. Had they ventured to 
visualise the development of the ponderous 
and complicated official organisations that 
| now derive their costly sustenance from the 
resources of two small and impoverished com- 
munities, they would promptly have been dis- 
missed as pessimistic visiénaries. Had they 
foretold conditions under which conversations 
between Dublin and Belfast could only pro- 
ceed through Whitehall, who would have 
taken their anticipations seriously? Had they 
visualised one-tenth of the regulations and 
prohibitions that now paralyse transport and 
trade organisations in every effort to serve 
the recognised convenience and needs of two 
interwoven communities, would not their 
"Oe. par As have met with general incredulity? 
And who of us could have foreseen inter- 
national complications in which interlocked 
communities would be called on to pursue 
different policies, and who owe their 
allegiance to the independent authorities who 
operate on the adjoining shores of the Foyle 
and Carlingford Lough? 


ACQUIESCENCE AND. + 


DENUNCIATION 


Yet all these and other poisonous outcrops 
of the roots of partition have sprung up and 
flourished while political leaders—some 
acquiescent and others denunciatory—have 
taken no single or effective step to uproot, 
or even to prune, the poisonous under- 
growths that steadily undermine the founda- 
tions of community life Rather have ihey 
perished in the pursuit of policies and pro- 
grammes that sustain and extend the 
— roots of grave national disorders. 

Why, one asks, such acquiescence and 
implied condonation? Can it be some deeply- 
rooted determination to '“ beggar my neigh- 
bour,” so that he may be forced to submit 
to on conditions? Or 1s there some 
unrevealed hope that progressive disease will 
ultimately compel the use of some surgeon's 
knife? To some final resort to force as the 
only remedy for present and prospective 
radical disorders in the body politic? 


* DANGER OF DISASTER ”’ 


As these reflections are committed to paper 
a cry of genuine distress comes from Northern 
Ireland. Cut off from the economic structure 
of the twenty-six counties, and estranged 
‘from their economic policies and programmes, 
the people of the six severed counties now 
find themselves threatened with the paralysis 
of industries which depend on overseas con- 
tacts. Faced by incipient revolt among the 
ranks of his hitherto staunch supporters, 
the Prime Minister of Northern _Ire- 
land sees nothing more reassuring than 
rising tides of unemployment and distress in 
an already overburdened community. Recog- 
nising the inevitable fruits of economic isola- 
tion, Viscount Craigavon’s Administration— 
recently compelled to submit to a parlia- 
mentary vote of censure—now visualises 
“the danger of disaster” to the key industry 
of the Six Counties; disaster which must 
inevitably permeate the entire economic and 
social structure; disaster whose con- 
sequences cannot serve to preserve the peace 
of a community already shaken by the 
incipient revolt—the fruits of partition—of 
large and virile sections of the general com- 
munity. . 


MOMENT FOR FRIENDLY 
GESTURE 


| Can such prospects be viewed with any 
ree of rós Nos or satisfaction from this 
ide of the political boundary? Orie would 
fain hope otherwise. While a few persons 
of the baser sort may find it in their hearts 
to rejoice over the embarrassment of their 
political adversaries, is there not good reason 
to hope that wiser coun and longer views 
will prevail in responsible circles? Counsels 
that will reject all suggestions that Northern 

Ireland's difficulties should be 
Eire’s opportunities. Hope for policies 
based on examination of the difficulties that
